The legislation, as approved by 
the Senate preparedness subcom­ 
mittee, would add the extra ser­ 
vice to men already inducted, as 
well as National Guard and other 
reservist units and individuals now 
on duty, it was reported.

Assemblyman McCollister Reviews His 91 Proposed New Laws 


More than 30 of Assemblyman 
Richard H. McColiister’s 01 measures 
introduced at the opening session of 
the legislature deal specifically'with 
Marin county matters. 
This was revealed in*a summary 
of his legislation prepared by the 
assemblyman last week. Many of 
the other bills deal with matters 
which will affect Marin county and 
its residents. 
McCollister introduced four types 
of proposed laws, constitutional 
amendments (ACA), house resolu­ 
tions (HR), concurrent resolutions 
(ACR) and bills (AB). 
His concurrent resolutions both 
deal directly with Marin matters. 
ACR 4 would have created an in­ 
terim committee of three senator* 
and three assemblymen to study 
the proposed legislation concern­ 
ing the Golden Gate Bridge. This 
was the Ul-fated measure that 
was pushed through the assembly 
the same day Sentor Jack Mc­ 
Carthy pushed through a senate 
resolution setting up a senate com­ 


mittee for the same purpose. Mc­ 
Carthy wouldn’t withdraw his 
committee, so McCoilister’s reso­ 
lution died in senate committee 
after passing the assembly. 
The other concurrent resolution is 
ACR 5. This would require the De­ 
partment of Public Works to pre­ 
pare and make a study of the 
feasibility of and costs of rail trans­ 
portation and combination of the 
Reber plan with the San Rafael- 
Richmond bridge. Given a do-pass 
by the assembly, no final action was 
taken on It. It was supplemented by 
McColiister’s AB 31, which was re­ 
fused emergency status by Governor 
Warren. However both measures be­ 
came academic when the Division of 
San Francisco Bay Toll Crossings 
voluntarily submitted a report on 
the matter which showed the two 
plans unfeasible with proposed type 
of financing. 
- BRIDGE LOAN 
Another McCollister bill, AB 79, 
would appropriate $750,000 as a loan 
for the bridge to complete plans 


prior to selling its revenue bonds. 
HR 17 and AB 86 were McColiis­ 
ter’s answer to the deer problem in 
Tamalpais game refuge. The resolu­ 
tion provided that the state fish 
and game commission make an in­ 
vestigation and report concerning 
the boundaries of the refuge. The 
bill provided for a change in the 
boundaries if the commission’s re­ 
port so indicated. The resolution 
passed and the commission was in­ 
structed to make the surVey. 
■ McCollister proposed four changes 
in the constitution. They would 
have to be submitted to the public 
for approval If they pass the legis­ 
lature. 
* 
YETS* TAXATION 
ACA 3 would eliminate the 120- 
day limit on the length of the legis­ 
lative session. ACA 4 would exempt 
from taxation property of congres- 
sionally chartered 
veterans’ or­ 
ganizations. ACA 7 would require 
computation of veterans’ exemptions 
on assessed valuation. ACA 40, with 
AB~2886 and AB 2887, would pro­ 


vide issuance of $100,000,000 in bonds 
to augment the revolving fund of 
the veterans’ farm and home loan 
purchase fund. 
Four of McColiister’s bill* deal 
directly with the Golden Gate 
Bridge. AB 76 would include the 
bridge in the highway system for 
maintenance only; AB 77 would ap­ 
propriate $40,000,000 to. the Toll 
Bridge Authority for purchase of the 
bridge and bridge bonds; AB 78 pro­ 
vides the state may operate and 
lease the bridge; AB 2317 cancels 
existing credit of $5,000,000 the 
bridge district has received from the 
state to build another Mar^p ap­ 
proach. 
i 
Two redistricting bills were intro­ 
duced by the Marin assemblyman. 
AB 97 would reapportion the First 
Congressional districts to consist 
only of the counties of Marin, So­ 
noma, Mendocino, Humboldt, Del 
Norte, Lake and Napa. At present 
there are 11 counties in the district. 
AB 98 would set up Marin and 
Sonoma counties as separate As­ 


sembly districts. At present McCol­ 
lister represents both as one dis­ 
trict. . 
Here are other McCollister bills: 
AB 64—Appropriates money for a 
National Guard armory in Fairfax. 
AB 82—Includes coast highway 
No. 1 in the state highway system. 
McColiister’s AB 83 puts only that 
part of highway 1 inside Sonoma 
county into the system. 
AB 84—Provides car license re­ 
newals on a 12-month staggered 
basis rather than having them all 
expire at year-end. 
AB 85—Provides development of 
county roads within cities; pertains 
to the Miracle Mile and other road­ 
ways along Marin’s old railroad 
right-of-ways. 
AB 87—Prohibits commercial sale 
of abalones. This bill was proposed 
jy Marin Rod and Gun club to com­ 
bat an attempt by commercial in­ 
terests to fish Marin-Sonoma aba- 
beds. 
AB 89—Increase* penalty lor will­ 


ful injury of wife or child; proposed 
by a Mill Valley group. 
AB 91 and AB 92—TWo Insurance 
measures proposed by Marin County 
Insurance Agents’ Association. 
AB 94—Requires public hospital 
districts to submit budgets to the 
county auditor; requested by Mill 
Valley property owners. 
AB 96—Provides that school elec­ 
tions be combined with regular 
elections where possible. 
AB 99—Provides for issuance of 
club liquor licenses; proposed by 
Reserve Peace Officers’ Association 
of San Anselmo. 
AB 684—Increases superintendent 
of schools salary from $6,000 to $10,- 
000. 
AB 685—Legalizes use oí crab 
traps in the Bolinas-Tomales area. 
AB 1334 to 1345—Provides neces­ 
sary changes In court reorganiza­ 
tion for Marin and Sonoma coun­ 
ties.

front that the UB. 8th Army will 
continue its "meat grinder” tactics 
of killing the Chinese Communists 
in Korea without attempting to 
seize or hold any particular terri­ 
tory. 
Whether or not United Nations 
forces cross the 38th parallel in this 
war of maneuver against the Com­ 
munists’ superior numbers is "purely 
academic,” MacArthur said. 
He reiterated his basic strategy— 
to keep the Chinese Communist 
supply lines extended so they may 
be lashed from the air while 
superior UN tank and artillery 
forces grind up the Reds at the 
front. 
“We are still engaged in a war of 
maneuver with the object of in­ 
flicting as heavy a punishment upon 
the enemy as possible, striving con­ 
stantly to keep him off balance to 
prevent his obtaining and holding 
the tactical initiative while at the 
same time avoiding hazards in­ 
herent in his numerical superiority,* 
MacArthur said. 
The supreme commander cautiqp- 
ed however that the Chinese Com­ 
munists could not be considered de­ 
feated no matter how successful 
these tactics may seem in numbers 
of enemy killed. 
The Chinese Reds, he said, still 
have a vast reservoir of manpower 
and material within the sanctuary 
of their Manchurian gorders which 
they can call upon at will to re­ 
place losses in Korea.

MacArthur admitted frankly ha 
couldn’t see clearly the outcome of 
the war under the present limita­ 
tions.

That is why that now, beforé an emergency 
has arisen, a woman-power survey is being held 
in Marin county. Every woman is being asked 
to register, listing the kind of work in which 
she is experienced. Thus, if a disaster occurs, 
she can be placed immediately in the job in 
which she will do the greatest good. 
Thousands of women would be needed. They 
would not only be at work caring for the sick 
and giving first aid, but transporting the neces­ 
sities of life, repairing broken equipment and 
taking care of livestock. 
At the request of Colonel Carl Engelhart, 
coordinator of Marin's civil defense, the survey 
is being made by the Business and Professional 
Woman's Club of Marin County under the 
chairmanship of Miss Eloise Mays, he Indepen­ 
dent-Journal and other newspapers of the county 
are publishing registration blanks. These also 
may be secured from the Marin county civilian 
defense office in San Rafael and at booths which 
are being set up throughout the county. 
Although the drive has just begun, more than 
100 women have registered for service. But this 
is just a fraction of the number which would be 
needed during a disaster. 
Wilfred C. Gruit of the State Employment 
Service is assisting in the classification and filing 
of the records. The completed register will be 
available to all civilian defense organizations. 
A woman can register her skills under several 
categories. 
A housewife now, she might have 
been a nurse, or a telephone operator or a labor­ 
atory technician. All three skills are invaluable 
in civilian defense. These are just a few of the 
essential jobs. 
The channeling of the county's woman power 
may mean the saving of countless lives. Every 
able bodied woman can help in some way, 
Women of Marin do your part.

MEXICO CITY (U.R)—Expectant 
mothers may soon be asking ques­ 
tions about hormone drugs, just 
as they do about the RH blood 
factor. 
In the RH factor, the women 
want to know whether their blood 
Is compatible with their husband’s 
—that Is, whether they have the 
RH factor in their blood and 
whether the husband does also. In 
cases where the woman does not 
have the RH factor and the man 
does, there is the possibility of an 
abnormal birth. 
Fortunately, the percentage of 
such incompatibility is low and 
medical science today Is better 
equipped than ever before to off­ 
set complications resulting from 
RH incompatibility. 
And now, the routine use of 
steroid hormones to prevent mis­ 
carriages is coming into the field 
of public health. It is significant 
In medical history, because never 
before have the steroid hormones 
been used as a preventative of 
miscarriages except In the strictly 
controlled clinical cases. 


However, the city of Chicago 
had representatives at an inter­ 
national meeting of hormone ex­ 
perts in Mexico to gather more in­ 
formation about steroid hormones 
and,their possible use in cutting 
down the rate «f miscarriages and 
premature births. 
A project to use progesterone, a 
female sex hormone, on a routine 
basis among clinical cases in Chi­ 
cago already is under way. It is the 
first time that such a wide-scale 
test of the hormone drug has been 
made—and doctors attending the 
meeting here believe the test will 
prove its value. It will be complet­ 
ed within a year. 
It has been known that in ex­ 
perimental cases the administra­ 
tion of progesterone in small quan­ 
tities has definitely cut down the 
rate of miscarriages. So, the Chi­ 
cago wide-scale test, just now be­ 
ginning, will h a v e significant 
meaning, the doctors say. 


Under plans of the project, when 
a woman is examined in a clinic 
and a diagnosis of pregnancy Is 
made, she will go on a 12-week 
course of progesterone, receiving 


100 milligrams each day. In all, 
she will receive 8.4 grams—a com­ 
paratively small amount. 
The question raised here was: 
If the Chicago routine clinical 
tests show progesterone helps pre­ 
vent miscarriages, will there bo 
enough supply to extend the treat­ 
ment to other cities? 
Doctors of Synex Corporation, 
which makes progesterone syn­ 
thetically from a substance obtain­ 
ed from the wild Mexican yam, 
say they have an unlimited supply 
and that the cost will be cheap. 
One doctor said that if the uso 
of progesterone s h o u l d become 
general throughout the U n i t e d 
States for all expectant mothers 
it would require a production of 
about two tons a month. The 
laboratories here and in Porto Rico, 
he said, can produce 50 tons a 
month, if necessary. 
At present, that much proges­ 
terone is not made, but if it were 
the cost would drop to about one- 
tenth or less of the present price. 
The cost might not be more than 
25 cents a day during the routine 
treatment of 12 weeks, the doctors 
here said.

That the A-bomb so far has been an effective 
deterrent to further Soviet aggression—at least 
by Russian troops-is contended by Dr. Vannevar 
Bush, famed wartime scientist and now presi­ 
dent of the Carnegie Institute. 


"I think the principal reason the Russian 
aimies have not moved is our possession of the 
A-bomb," he said in a recent article. "I think 
that after Korea, none of us should have any 
illusion the Russians have been held back by 
any other scruples. 


U, S. News and World Report, in a feature 
article, also listed our advanced development 
and large stockpile of A-bombs as one of the 
reasons it believes Soviet Russia will not attack 
in 1951. 


Other reasons, the magazine said, are the un­ 
reliability of Soviet satellite armies, lack of 
enough petroleum for large-scale offensive; fear 
of losing control over Soviet armies if they are 
put in contact with the West's higher living 
standards, and fear by the Kremlin leaders that 
they might lose their power in another conflict. 


The magazine listed several factors as bearing 
out the contention Russia will not attack this 
year. There is#no bread or gas rationing or civil 
defense exercises and only moderate factory dis­ 
persal, the article said. 


Meanwhile, Dr. Bush points out, Russia is 
working feverishly to produce more atomic 
bombs and to build A-bomb defenses. 


The best possibility of averting war with 
Soviet Russia, it would seem, lies in continuing 
along the present course of co-operating with 
other free nations to mobilize the vastly superior 
resources of the free world into a continuing 
barrier against Russian aggression. 


In these crucial times, selling freedom abroad 
is one of the best ways of keeping our freedom

To Stem Trouble 


Among Satellites

Signs of dissidence in the leadership of the 
• Communist parties in satellite states continue 
to multiply, with resultant purges and other 
sharp action by Moscow., 
The difficulty revolves about the tendency 
among the satellites to follow the lead oJLMarshal 
Tito of Yugoslavia. Tough Tito has declared 
for nationalism. That is, he has refused to place 
the sovereignty of his country in the hands of 
Moscow. 
This modified brand of Moscovite Commu­ 
nism has come to be khown as “Titoism." 
It 
has the Soviet big-wigs not only furious but 
apparently badly worried. 
As a result Moscow for a long time has been 
summoning a procession of Red leaders from 
the satellite states to the Russian capital for 
"medical treatment." .Soitie of them seem to be 
mighty ill, judging from their protracted stay. 
As a matter of fact there has been at least one 
incurable case in Georgi Dimitrov, Red Bul­ 
garian premier, who died in the Russian capital 
some months ago.

AN ASTONISHING reversal of this program 
now is reported from Rome. Non-Communist 
newspapers say that leaders of Italy's Communist 
party—claiming a membership of 2,500,000-have 
urgently requested the return from Moscow of 
their ailing chief, Palmiro Togliatti, to stem the 
tide of Titoism. 
Togliatto has been undergoing "medical treat­ 
ment' in the Soviet capital for some time. How­ 
ever, it would seem that "ill" though he be from 
Moscow's viewpoint, he is more capable than any 
well man the Italian party can get hold of. 


It's worthy of note that, along with Togliatti, 
another top-flight Red leader is receiving medi­ 
cal attention. 
That is Maurice Thorez, the 
French leader. Thus we find the chiefs of the 
most powerful European Communist parties 
outside the Red bloc incapacitated together in 
Moscow. Johan Strand Johansen, deputy chief 
of the Norwegian Reds, also has been added to 
the Moscow colony of invalids who are taking 
the waters—or whatever it is they do take.

COINCIDENT WITH ALL this, the missing 
ex-forcign minister of Czechoslovakia, Vlado 
Clementis, is reported (without confirmation) to 
have been given refuge in-Yugoslavia. Clementis' 
brother-in-law, Dr. Daniel Okali, Slovak com­ 
missioner of the interior, who reportedly helped 
Clementis escape by airplane, is under arrest. 
An Austrian report said Communist President 
Klement Gottwald of Czechoslovakia had been * 
placed under police surveillance for warning 
Clementis of impending arrest, but Prague 
denied this.

Nutritionists Giving 
Study To Diets Of 
Upper-Age Bracket 


The diet of the beby, the grow­ 
ing child and even the maturing 
youngster have all come in for 
a large share of medical attention 
during recent decades. The facts 
thus obtained have been passed 
on to parents with the result that 
today’s children are better nourish­ 
ed than those of any previous age. 


Today, nutritionists are giving 
the same sort of study to diets 
for those in the upper-age brack­ 
ets but, unfortunately, too little 
has been done to bring this know­ 
ledge to those molt concerned. 


BALANCED DIET 
Men and women over 80 are 
likely to give little thought to the 
problems of a balanced diet. Eat­ 
ing habits have long since been 
formed and are apt to center 
around favorite dishes enjoyed dur­ 
ing earlier years when food re­ 
quirements were vastly different. 
And yet there is no time of life 
when dietary regulation Is more 
important. Proper food during ad­ 
vancing years can do much to 
promote a vigorous, healthy old 
age. For this result, however, the 
older person must make certain 
changes In his diet. Heat or cal-* 
orie units should be cut dowq, 
since the man of 60 needs only 
about one-third as many of these 
energy producers as he did at 30. 
This means moderation in the 
use of sweets and starchy foods 
such as bread and iiotatoes, plus 
the reduction of fat ta a necessary 
minimum. Protein- c o n t a i n i n g 
foods, such as meat, milk and 
eggs, are the most important for 
older people, and these should 
form the basis of their diet. 


Starchy foods, sweeps of all 
kinds, gravies, and butter merely 
add pounds to the weight, and 
this extra fat must have extra 
■ miles of blood vessels, w h i c h 
means an undue strain on the 
heart. Proteins, on the other hand, 
rebuild tissue and contribute many 
needed elements. 
By the time most persons reach 
80 years of age, their diets are 
lacking in calcium or lime, iron- 
containing foods, proteins and 
vitamins A and B-complex. 


LIME AND PHOSPHORUS 
We hear so much about older 
persons having brittle bones. They 
are brittle because the diet among 
other things has been lacking in 
lime and phosphorus, such as are 
obtained 
from milk and milk 
products. Calcium is necessary for 
the strength of the bones and 
teeth, for normal heart action, 
and for normal Mood clotting. 
Calcium Is also used by the nerve 
cells. A quart of milk a day will 
supply the calcium needs. Fat-free 
buttermilk is especially good for 
the elderly, because the fat has 
been eliminated, leaving a great 
deal of protein and calcium. 
The greatest difficulty in chang­ 
ing a diet is a person's own diet­ 
ary habits. A good plan for* one 
to follow is to write down for a 
week exactly everything he eats, 
and then to take the matter up 
with his doctor who can outline 
the changes necessary to give 
longer life and better health to 
enjoy it.

The total reported yesterday in­ 
cluded 47,128 deer killed over the 
state in the regular season and those 
taken in two special seasons sched­ 
uled to reduce deer populations 
which had grown beyond the cap 
acity of their feeding ranges to 
sustain the herds. 
The specials seasons were in the 
Devil’s Garden area of Modoc 
county, where 1,319 deer were taken 
and in the former Mineral King 
federal refuge where the kill was 
677. The special sen sons produced 
somewhat less takes than had been 
hoped for, the game specialists said 
but relieved the extreme pressure 
for winter forage in each case.

the water was right. 
Remember steelhead season closes 
on February 28. 
Nearly all coastal streams should 
produce fish this weekend, provid­ 
ing the rain holds off. If good wea­ 
ther continues, the Eel should be 
ripe in about 10 days. 
It might save you many miles of 
travel, if you would phone for 
stream conditions before you start 
on your fishing trip.

Last Sunday, sportsmen from 
every part of California gathered in 
Sacramento to study the proposed 
fish $nd game bills affecting the 
sportsmen of our state. 
Hundreds of them are vital to every 
person who hunts and fishes and 
the only way that good laws can 
be passed and bad ones defeated Is 
through the efforts of your sports 
men’s club. 
While it will be impossible and 
space will not permit taking every 
bill into consideration we will try 
to bring to your attention some of 
the most important bills. 
Some legislators would like to see 
the Wildlife Board disbanded, which 
would mean, that the work which 
Seth Gordon has been working on 
would be lost and the 9 million dol­ 
lars in proposed projects would 
never be completed. It is necessary 
that he complete this work. Contact 
your legislator and ask that money 
be allocated for this work. 
And then there are 5 bills that 
would reorganize the division of 
Fish and Game, some excellent, 
some bad. 
The regulatory powers bill will 
come up again—some legislators 
want control of the operation of 
fish and game—this should be left 
to the commission. 
Sportsmen are trying to stop com­ 
mercial fishing of salmon, shad, etc. 
in the Sacramento above Rio Vista 
bridge and above Antioch in the San 
Joaquin. If this is passed It would 
save many striped bass. 
A number of bills would give free 
fishing licenses to people over 65 
years of age. Allow fishing on the 
coast without license. Permit a 3 day 
tourist license for $1.00. 
Hunting and fishing guides must 
secure licenses. 
Only one license for hunters and 
archers. 
Another bill would prohibit pos­ 
session of striped bass in restaurants 
or fish markets. Allow pheasants to 
be kept 60 days in freezers. Bill pro­ 
vides that unused deer hides must 
be sent in to division, money to be 
used for fish and game. 
Mandatory that screens be placed 
in streams to protect fish. 
Allow Indians to take fish and 
game on reservations. 
Allow license to feed migratory 
game birds. 
Sportsmen urge defeat of bill pro­ 
viding changing boundaries of Tam­ 
alpais game refuge. Another bill 
would exempt people employed by 
commercial fishers to purchase a 
fishing license. Commercials want to 
keep sturgeons, incidentally, to be 
sold. And netters want drift gill nets 
to be used from land out Into the 
water, a set line net as it were. 
And then we have a group of 
spite bills leveled against the sports­ 
men by Assemblyman Condon that 
were presented in 1949—they're here 
again for us to defeat. 
Bill prohibits lobsters to be im­ 
ported from Mexico during closet

Report Good Salmon 


Off Golden Gate 
Salmon fishermen, who fish out­ 
side the Golden Gate have reported 
excellent catches of salmon during 
the past n!onth. 
Last weekend nearly every boa* 
limited and the fishing was good in 
the vicinity of the lightship to Mus­ 
sel Rock on the Ban Mateo coast. 
Many Marin sportsmen make the 
trip each week and report excellent 
sport. 
This year, Tyee Tag Day will be 
held on February 18 at which 
time sportsmen will help the di­ 
vision of fish and game tag salmon. 
The tagging will contribute to the 
knowledge of fish migration, growth 
rate, and relative population size. If 
weather conditions do not permit 
the fishing boats to perform their 
tagging operations, February 25 has 
been set as the alternate date. 


Warden Giddings Conducts Drive To 
End Slaughter Of Fish By Cow Spray 
Practically all the fish in Marin 
county streams have been killed— 
that’s a ghostly note but it's true. 
Two weeks ago Warden A! Gidd- 
ings of Woodacr*. while petroling 
Lagunltas Creek noticed hundreds 
of trout, some steelhead and sal­ 
mon dead along the creek. He trac­ 
ed the source of the trouble and 
after investigating found the cause 
to come from a dairy barn and 
dead fish In the stream were caui- 
ed by the use of “Rotonone”, a 
chemical used to spray dairy bams 
and cattle. The drainage from the 
bams into the streams kills the fish. 
After a thorough check of all 
streams and dairy bams it was 
found that they all had used the 
deadly chemical. The action of 
“Rotonone” to fish is that It coats 


the top of the water, thereby stop­ 
ping the fish getting oxygen in 
order to breathe. 
Both the health department and 
the farm advisor's office have been 
contacted and they agree that a 
remedy must be found to stop this 
condition. 
Sportsmen from all over the state 
are concerned as about 90 per cent 
of the dairy farms use this chemi­ 
cal. 
At the present time ways ar.d 
means are being studied to have 
a law passed that will cure this evil. 
Alpine Creek is the only Marin 
creek not affected. All others, in 
order to produce fish will have to be 
replanted or wait for natural spawn­ 
ing next year. 


Waterfowl Funds 


Asked In New Law 
Legislation to direct the US. Fish 
and Wildlife Service to demote either 
25 per cent of the proceeds from the 
sale of duck stamps, or such sums as 
will provide for adequate enforce­ 
ment of the Migratory Waterfowl 
Laws was expected to be introduced 
early in the present session of Con­ 
gress. At the last session, expendi­ 
tures from the source for law en­ 
forcement were held to 10 per * st 
Backers of the move to increase 
the amount of money available for 
enforcement have declared nat only 
a misunderstanding prevented au­ 
thorization for the expenditure of 
25 per cent of the monies at the last 
session. The measure, which has 
the backing of many influential 
Conservation agencies, will b- push­ 
ed energetically at the present ses­ 
sion, its backers declare.

Coast Guard in San Francisco has 
announced that stringent new regu 
lations governing navigation of all 
vessels near the course of any ma 
line parade or regatta will be en 
forced In the future. 
Designed to promote greater safe 
ty, the new measure states that de 
tailed plans must be submitted to 
Twelfth Coast Guard District nead 
quarters in San Francisco by organ 
izatlons desiring to hold aquatic 
events which could prove hazardous 
to normal navigation. 
Plans must be submitted not less 
than 15 days prior to the start of a 
marine event unless it is of such a 
nature to cause limitations on the 
use of a portion of navigable waters 
by other interested parties. In the 
latter case, plans must be submitted 
not less than 60 days in advance. 
They are to include information 
as to general public interests in the 
water event, estimated number and 
types of vessels participating, num­ 
ber and types of spectator vessels, 
time schedule and 
description of 
events, and a section of chart or 
scale drawing showing the boundar­ 
ies of the event, various water 
courses or areas to be utilized by 
participants, officials, and spectator 
craft.

First the day marks the approach 
of the height of the season, when 
weather and fish combine to give 
the angler in the waters off the 
northern California coast his best 
chance to tangle into the savage 
kings ranging from 20 pounds up. 
Secondly, salmon tag day is the 
greatest cooperative effort known to 
help scientists learn more about the 
m y s t e r i o u s Pacific salmon. It is 
common knowledge that the salmon 
spawns in the headquarters of the 
coastal rivers, goes out to sea, re­ 
turns in his fourth year. Spawns and 
dies. 
. 
But—what happens in between? 
Where does he go? How far does he 
travel? How fast does he go? Those 
things have never been answered. 
Tag day is helping scientists to 
build up a library of isolated data 
which they hope will eventually, fill 
in missing links. Salmon tagged at 
the Golden Gate have been found 
far up the Sacramento, Klamath 
and Columbia rivers, and have been 
taken at sea in the commercial nets. 
Each tag returned to the State Fish 
and Game Division tells a little more 
of the story. 
Last year 365 salmon were tagged 
and returned to the water by 180 
sportsmen and scientists working 
from 60 boats. 
This year it is hoped that con­ 
siderably more sportsmen will be out 
and consequently more fish tagged.

These costs can 
be for yourself o r' 
your dependents. 
T h e dependent 
does not have to have been 
dependent at the time that the cost 
were incurred, but must be your de 
pendent at the time that the costs 
'were paid. Por instance: you got 
married this year and paid some 
doctor bills that your wife incurred 
before marriage. Such bills are de­ 
ductible. 
You can deduct medical costs that 
you paid for a dependent even 
though you may not be able to claim 
the dependent as a tax exemption. 
For instance: you have a child who 
worked part time and made over 
$500. 
Because he made over $500 
you cannot claim him as a depen­ 
dent. 
However, if you furnished 
over one-half of his support, you 
can still deduct medical costs that 
you paid for him. 
It does not mutter when these 
costs were incurred. They are only 
deductible in the year paid. 
You 
cannot deduct costs that you owe 
They must be paid to get the deduc­ 
tion. 
If a part of your medical costs 
were reimbursed to you, that is, 
your insurance company paid a part 
of them, then you can deduct; only 
the part you actually paid and that 
was not reimbursed to you. 
Reimbursements for medical costs 
must be deducted from the total 
amount before you claim the deduc 
Hon on your tax return. Yop can­ 
not claim a medical cost on your 
tax return which has been reim­ 
bursed to you. 
If you have paid your medical 
costs and 
have 
a reimbursement 
* coming, but have not received it 
then go ahead and take the deduc­ 
tion. 
However, be sure to include 
the reimbursement on your 1951 tax 
return. 
H you had a medical expense de­ 
duction for a prior year and *n 1950 
received a reimbursement for all or 
a p a rt of that expense, then see my 
column of * muary 9. 
This deduction is subject to some 
limitations. 
You can only deduct 
what you have paid in excess of 5 
per cent of your adjusted gross in­ 
come. 
For instance: your adjusted gross 
income (that's the figure on line 4 
of page 1) Is $5,000. Then 5 per cent 
would be $250. You can deduct your 
medical costs over $250. 
However, you cannot deduct more 
than: 
$1,250 If you are single, or if you 
are married and are filing a sep­ 
arate return, and claim only 1 ex­ 
emption.

Wounded San Anselmo Marine 
Writes Of Attack On Hospital 


Once 
Marine 
Corporal 
Robert 
Sneligrove was whisked out bf the 
fury of a Red onslaught in Korea 
and taken to the serenity of Otsu 
Japan, he found time to breathe 
deeply and tell his friends back 
home how he feels about war in 
general. 
In a letter he wrote recently to 
Tamalpais High friend, Mickey Cul­ 
bertson, of San Anselmo, Sneligrove 
breathed relief at a narrow escape 
he had from a hospital at Hamhung 
Sneligrove, formerly of 21 Plumas 
San Anselmo, was wounded on Nov 
25, 1950, during hefcvy fighting and 
removed to a hospital supposedly in 
a zone of safety. But a mad push by 
Commtnist hordes soon had the 
enemy breathing down the necks of 
even those in hospital beds. 
CHINESE ATTACKS 
‘Thousands of Chinese started to 
come close,” Sneligrove wrote Cul 
bertson. 
“That was some day, for we could 
hear firing over the hills near the 
hospital and every one was running 
around like mad. They were putting 
rifles in the hands of wounded men 
who were able to use them. I 
thought for sure I was going to go 
back and make a last-ditch stand— 
but God was with me and I went 
to Japan.” 
Sneligrove was a member of Com­ 
pany C of the Marine reserves and 
was called to active duty - last 
August. He soon found himself 
fighting with the First Marine Di­ 
vision in Korea. 
Once aboard ship for Japan, Sneli­ 
grove revelled in the regal treat­ 
ment he and his wounded buddies 
got from the Navy. From the snow 
and mud of Korea to the compara­ 
tive luxury of a naval vessel was 
attainment of seventh heaven. 


MAD ENOUGH TO BURN 
ST. LOUIS (U.R>—When George W. 
Richards got "mad 
at my wife,” 
Jeanette, he went into the bedroom, 
wadded up some paper, lighted it 
with a match and tossed it onto the 
bed. Then he walked to a fire sta­ 
tion where he reported the blaze.

"We were all dirty, our clothes 
were tom, and we hadn’t shaved for 
a week,” Sneligrove reports. “It took 
me a month to scrape off the dirt 
it was caked on so hard. On the 
ship the Navy really treated us like 
kings: we had hot, fresh food, with 
ice cream. At night there were 
movies. Being on that American 
ship was a feeling I will never for­ 
get.”

Snellgrove’s letter was a month 
old, so his future was uncertain. He 
expressed gratitude at letters he has 
received from friends around San 
Anselmo. But he wants a lot more.

Proposals to rearm Germany pose 
the "most crucial and troublesome 
question” to the occupation forces, 
according to Harvey M. Coverley, 
deputy state commissioner for the 
United States in Wurttemburg Ba­ 
den. 
Coverley who will return to Ger­ 
many Friday after a two-month 
leave at his Sausalito home has been 
In Europe for seven years. A lieu­ 
tenant colonel in the active reserve, 
he went to Europe as a military 
government official, was transferred 
to the second infantry division 
which fought In Normandy — and 
was reassigned to military govern­ 
ment after the war. 


POST WAR GOALS 
Rearmament suggestions, he re­ 
luctantly admitted, make for an 
"anomalous” situation as the two 
chief post war goals of American 
military government were the de­ 
struction of the German military 
forces and the Nazi system and ore- 
venting Germany from ever again 
becoming an aggressive threat to 
peaceful countries. 
"It is difficult to carry on Doth 
programs,” Coverley said, "—to try 
to change the Germans and at the 
same time ask them to do things 
only expected of a sovereign inde­ 
pendent power. 
However, recent 
developments which indicate that 
that government Is laying the issue 
of German rearmament aside would 
relieve this situation ” 
‘¿There is no question,” h. added, 
"but that the average German is 
not ready for rearmament or to be 
a soldier and fight his or anybody 
else's war. The Germans are fed up 
with war.

They don’t want to fight a 
war or have any war fought in Ger­ 
many.” 
Although the shortage of housing 
has not been met, Coverley said that 
many school rooms, hospital rooms 
office and commercial space have 
been provided. "The effect of the 
Marshall plan has 
been remark­ 
able,” he concluded.
